« A Proclamationfor better furniſhingthe Nauy, 


and Shipping of the Realme, with able and 
ſkilfull Mariners. 


Hereas the moſt Excellent, High & Mighty Prince, King aus, 


of moſt noble and bleſſed memozy, Dur moſt deare and Royal Father, 
out of his Pꝛincely and pꝛouident care of the ſafety and honour of His 
Kingdomes and people, and foꝛ the continuance and maintaining of 
the Nanigation of this Realme, and to the intent that ſkilfull Mart- 
ners, and Dea-faring men might be al waies in readineſſe, to furniſh,as 
wel His owne Royal Nauy,as the Shipping of His louing Subiects, 
295 did by Pꝛotlamation, dated the ſirth day of Auguſt, in the twentieth yere 
ok His Reigne, ſtraitly inhibite and foꝛbid, That no Mariner oz Sea- 
=== {ring man, Ship-wzight, oꝛ Ship tarpenter whatſoeuer, being His 
Subiect, ſhould without expꝛeſſe Licence ofHimſelte,oz His Admirall of England, enter, oꝛ attempt. 
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to haue them pꝛoteeded againſt and punithed , accoꝛding to their demerites, and withall,that the 
laid Maſters, Owners, e other perlons, ſhould foꝛbeare to pay to the ſaid offenders any Wages. 


And did further thereby ſtraitly charge and command all Lieufenants,Deputy-Lientenants,Ju- 
ſtices of Peace, Maioꝛs, Wapliffes, Conſtables,Cuſtomers,Comptrollers, Searchers, and officers,as 
well of the Admiraltie, as of the Pozts, and alſo all and euery perſon and perſons, to whom any 
Commiſſion, Deputation, o2 Letters of Alſiſtance ſhould be directed, foz the pꝛeſting of Mariners, 
and Seafaring men foꝛ publique ſeruite, that they ſhould from tune to time vle all poſſible diligence, 
and endeauour, to appꝛehend, and caule to be appzehended, aſwell all ſuch Mariners and Sea- 
faring men, offending,as afozeſaid, asallo all ſuch Owners, Maſters, and others, as ſhould enter⸗ 
taine oꝛ hire them, oꝛ pay them any wages, o2 otherwile helpe them to eſcape the hands of Juſtice: 
and ſuch as they ſhould appzehend, they ſhould. with Certificate of their names and offences, binde 
ouer to appeare befoꝛe the Commiſſioners ofHis Mateſties Namie, in London, to be by them commit- 
ted, and deliuered ouer to the oꝛdinarie courſe of Juſtice, either inthe Court of Starre-chamber,o: of 
the Admuraltie, oꝛ otherwiſe, as the qualitie of the offence ſhould require, with ſpectall charge and 
tommandement to all Pꝛeſt maſters, and their Alliſtants, that they ſhould publiſh the names ofall 
ſ\uch, as ſhould be pꝛeſted by them in the Poꝛts where they ſhould be taken, as allo deliuer a note of 
their names to the offiters of the Poꝛts, and others who were fittelt to diſconer them, ik they ſhould 
faile in => perfoꝛmance of their dueties, as in and by the laid ſeuerall Pꝛoclamations moze at large 
appeareth. 

Now we, hauing taken the pꝛemiſſes into Our Pꝛintelp conſideration, and aduiled ſeriouſlpthere⸗ 
of with Our Pꝛiuy Countell, finding how neceſſary it is, both foꝛ the ſafety and honour of this Pur 
Kingdome and State. That all the leuerall Pꝛoclamations befoze mentioned, ſhould be put in due 
execution, foꝛ pꝛeuenting and ſuppꝛeſſing the manifold abuſes, contempts, and neglects heretofoze 
committed in leruices of ſo weightie conſequence; Doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command þ that 
all the ſayd Pꝛoclamations, and euer bꝛanch and article therein contained, be continued at all times 
hereafter, and be from time to tune hereafter carefully oblerued, and put in exact execution, as fully, 
and cffectually, as the ſame ſhould, oꝛ might haue becne in the life time of Our laid deare Father, vp- 
on the paines and penalties ſpecifiedtn the ſaid Pzoclamations, and luch further puniſhments, as by 
Dur Lawes oꝛ Pꝛerogatiue Royall may be inflicted vpon the offenders: 

Letting all Dur louing Subiects hereby know, That, as Pur laid moſt deare and Royall Fa- 
ther, in the publi(hingofthe laſtofthe ſaid Pꝛotlamations had a gractous eye vnto the ſpeciall ſeruice 
then intended, and to be now ſhoꝛtly perfozmed ; So de reſt aſſured, that none of Pur ſaid Subiects 
in the aduancement thereof (lo much concerning the ſafetie of Our Kingdomes and Pur Pmpertall 
Crowne and Dignity) will be wanting to doe their vttermoſt in making Us ſuchaſupply, as may 
glue teſtimony of their extraoꝛdinary tare, faithfulneſſe, and dutifull affection towards Us, who had 
much rather haue taule to expꝛeſſe Our gracious acceptance thereof at their hands, then be enkoꝛced 
to any other conrſe, which the netellitie and impoꝛtance of Our ſeruite will other wiſe requtre.
